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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered 
but they are not found to be persuasive. 

Contrary to Applicant's arguments , the primary reference teaching of Kuwayama et al. teaches the claimed adamantane 
sublimable substance applied to fiber/yarn. The combination with Sato et al. Is for the limitation to a fragrance, which Sato et al. teach 
adamantane mixed with perfume. One of ordinary skill would have been motivated to combine the teachings of Kuwayama et al. with that 
of Sato et al. since both references teach the analogous art of adamantane sublimable compositions and Sato et al. teach that adamantane 
sublimable compositions are carriers for perfume. 

Applicants urge that Kuywayama et al. teach an industrial method of application of the sublimable composition by no useful treatment 
benefits to finished domestic goods, or textiles. In response, the instant claims are drawn to the delivery of adamantane to textile in a 
heated drier, and Kuwayama et al. teach deposition of the same adamantane sublimable substance by placement in an appropriate pot or 
evaporation chamber with subjection to heat which teaching encompasses the broad scope of the claimed dryer. See col. 7, 1-5. 
Furthermore, Examiner does not find support or basis for Applicants arguments to the pending claims being limited to domestic processes 
nor how such limitation is novel and patentable over the prior art teaching of sublimable adamantane applied to textile. 
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
